The majority of the rocket 


and mortar attacks came in an 
arc northwest to north of Sai- 
gon. Enemy troops in that area 
also rampaged through a ham- 
let, killing 11 persons, wounding 
another 22 and burning 25 
houses despite the presence of 
thousands of American and 
South Vietnamese troops in 
nearby areas. 


It took South Vietnamese rein- 


forcements two hours to move 
less than two miles to the aid of 
the lightly defended hamlet, 
which is 60 miles north of Sai- 
gon and just outside the heavily 
defended provincial capital of 
An Loc. 


By the time the reinforce- 


ments arrived, the attackers 
had pulled out and their casual- 
ties, if any, were not known. A 
government spokesman in Sai- 
gon said he did not know the 
reason for the delay in reinforc- 
ing the hamlet, which was de- 
fended by 30 militiamen. 


Five of the rocket and mortar 


attacks were within one to four 
miles of An Loc. against U.S.

WASHINGTON (AP) - About 


15,500 U.S. troops and four jet 
fighter squadrons will be sent to 
West Germany for maneuvers 
30 miles from Czechoslovakia in 
January and February, the Pen- 
tagon announced today. 


The Army and Air Force units 


involved were withdrawn from 
Germany last summer and re- 
turned to the United States in a 
move to reduce the balance-of- 
payments problem. 


Their airlift return to Europe 


for exercises was moved up .to 
an earlier date as one of a se- 
ries of U.S. military moves de- 
signed to bolster the readiness 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization in the face of the So- 
viet-led occupation of Czechoslo- 
vakia and increased tensions in 
Central Europe. 


The Army units, including two 


brigades of the 24th Infantry Di- 
vision, will return to the United 
States after completing the ex- 
ercise, the Pentagon said.

Is Uncertainly 


Changes in Virus 
Moke Inoculation 
'Unknown Quantity' 


ATLANTA, Gi. (AP) - Do* 


tors an hiving • hard' time 
fighting the Hong Konf flu be- 
cause the flu virus changes 
from year to year, area to area, 
even case to case. 


That is why vaccine being de- 


veloped to prevent this year's 
variant of the Asian flu remains 
an unknown quantity, doctors at 
the National Communicable Dis- 
ease Center said. They expect 
Hong Kong flu to reach epidem- 
ic proportions in the United 
States this winter. 


We're lucky in most years if 


a vaccine is 60 to 70 per cent ef- 
fective," Dr. Bruce Dull, assist- 
ant director of the center, said. 
Our biggest problem is trying 
to educate people to understand 
that flu is different from all oth- 
er infectious diseases." 


The difference lies in what 


scientists 
call the antigenic 


drift." 


An antigen is a substance that 


causes the formation of antibod- 
ies. In all viruses except the 
ones causing flu, the antigens do 
not change. Therefore, a vac- 
cine once effective against a vi- 
rus-caused disease is always ef- 
fective. 


Scientists do not know why, or 


even exactly how, but flu vi- 
ruses are different. This change 
or mutability usually is so small 
that a vaccine developed for one 
strain will have at least a limit- 
ed effect on a newer type.

Red China Asks for Talks 


Quite unexpectedly, the Chinese Com- 


munists have suggested that talks between 
the United States and Peking be resumed in 
Warsaw about a month after President- 
elect Richard Nixon is sworn into office. 


The formal Warsaw talks between rep- 


resentatives of Red China and .the Ameri- 
can'Ambassador to Poland have been the 
only direct contact between the two nations 
since the United States refused to rec- 
ognize the Communist government of Mao 
Tse-tung and diplomatic and trade rela- 
tions were broken off. At the height of the 
Cultural Revolution Peking asked that the 
meetings be postponed indefinitely. 


In addition to the proposal that the 


talks' lye resumed, Peking suggested future 
negotiations with the United States about 
an agreement on peaceful coexistence. The 
Red-Chinese said that American forces 
would have to be removed from Taiwan be. 
foje such negotiations could begin but the 
move is unexpected even with the reser- 
vation.

Should federal voter registrars and 


election supervisors be assigned to Cook

This rather startling recommendation is 


made in an editorial in the highly-respected 
Christian Science Monitor. And in view of 
the record of recent elections in the 
domain of Chicago Mayor Richard Daley, it 
makes a great deal of sense. 


The Monitor notes that the 1965 federal 


civil rights act provides that federal voter 
registrars and election supervisors can be 
sent into areas where there is evidence that 
eligible persons were denied the right to 
register and to vote on the basis of race. 
This act has been used in some sections of 
the South, where Negroes were faced with 
all sorts of stalls and obstacles in what is 
supposed to be the simple process of 
registering to vote. 


It is true, as the Monitor says, that there 


is no racial discrimination in the com- 
plaints of the way votes are cast and 
counted in Cook County. But the Monitor 
notes that the Supreme Court could well

Appeals Over TV 


The 18-year history of Radio 


Free Europe is a classic case 
of the credibility gap. Its own 
literature has described R a d i 
Free E u r o p e as "financed 
through tax-contributions in the 
United States," Such contribu- 
tions were solicited over Ameri- 
can television through the years, 
in appeals calculated to give 
the impression that Radio Free 
was at stake. 


The facts were considerably 


different. Public contributions 
did not meet a small, fraction 
of the cost of Radio Free Eu- 
rope's main operation in Munich 
and its transmitters in Munich, 
Lisbon and Heidelberg beaming 
broadcasts to five Eastern Eu- 
ropean n a t i o n s — Bulgaria, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Po- 
land and Rumania. The vast 
proportion of its costs was met 
by the U. S. taxpayer in the 
form of secret payments from 
the CIA. A smaller CIA sub- 
sidy covered the costs of the 
more modest Radio Liberty in 
Munich, aimed at the Soviet 
Union. 


This arrangement was un- 


disturbed until the 1967 expo- 
sures of clandestine CIA sub- 
sidies for the National Students 
Assignment and other supposed- 
ly private organizations. When 
President Johnson named Under 
Secretary of State Nicholas deB. 
Katzenbach to head a special 
committee to study the problem, 
CIA's subsidy to Radio Free 
Europe came under high-level 
official scrutiny for the first 
time. 


Raised Apprehensions 


At one point in the commit- 


tee's closed-door deliberations, 
Katzenbach seemed inclined to 
end Radio Free Europe's sub- 
sidy along with all others'— 
raising 
apprehensions 
among 


highly responsible students of 
Communist Europe both inside 
and outside the State Depart- 
ment. 


They pointed out to Katzen- 


bach that in the dozen years 
since the tragedy of the 1956 
Hungarian revolution, R a d i o 
Free Europe had halted all ap- 
peals for violent overthrow of 
Communist rule and instead ad- 
vocated peaceful liberalization 
of red regimes. In fact, Radio 
free Europe's young staff re- 
Searchers often seemed more 
interested in East-West bridge 
building than did hardened old 
'foreign service offices in foggy 
bottom. 
Most important, apart from 


the British Broadcasting Cor 
poration's excellent overseas 
service, Radio FreejEurope pro- 
vides moat Eastern Europeans 
with their only reliable infor- 
mation about what's going on 
In their own countries (in con- 
trast with the dismal program- 
ming to Eastern Europe by the 
Voice of America, the official 
U. S. government agency). 


Consequently, althouth Katzen- 


bach's report a year ago rec- 
ommended an end to all CIA
